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STATEMENT OP THE PLANS OP THE 


W ORLD CO HR T COMMITTEE OF THE COUNCIL OP CHRISTIAN ASSOC I AT IONS . 


In view of the opening of the Senate Debate of the 
World Court on December 17th, a unique opportunity iB presented for 
mobilizing the opinion of American students in favor of the World 
Court and America's assumption of her international responsibility. 
Apathy and ineffectiveness have characterized student opinion in 
thd past in this field. Many people who are in a position to be 
well informed as to the situation in the colleges believe that the 
time is now ripe for a more united and effective expression of 
student interest in world affairs. 

Heretofore circumstances have presented such a mobili¬ 
zation of student opinion. Two new factors have arisen which alter 
the situation. In the first place, the recent agreement in regard 
to advocacy of the Court between various societies working for 
peace has provided an occasion when a great Student Movement can 
commit itself on the issue of the World Court without incurring the 
censure of partisanship. In the seoond plaoe, the men's and women's 
Student Christian Associations have for the first time begun to be 
conscious of themselves as a National Movement. This consciousness 
is indicated by the vote of the Council of Christian Associations 
(composed of students, alumni faculty and secretaries officially 
representing the Student Y.M.C.a'b and Y.W.C.A's of 750 universities 
and colleges throughout the nation) at their annual meeting at 
Lake Forest, Illinois, on September 10th, to adopt as a major activity 
for the autumn the creation of a’ united and active student opinion 
favorable to the entrance of the United States into the 7/orld Court. 
The significance of this vote may be seen when it is realized that 
it is the first ocoasion when a united National Christian Student 
Movement has ever committed itself so definitely to an issue of this 
kind. The ultimate purpose of this program of education during the 
autumn was declared to be "to arouse the students of the nation to 
more intelligent, active and continuous participation in the deter¬ 
mination of the foreign polioy of the United States". 

The immediate proposal of the Council of Christian 
Association, however, concerns the next three months when an 
intensive campaign will be carried on through the colleges on behalf 
of the World Court. This is, of course, in line with the wishes of 
President Coolidge and the present administration. To this end the 
Council has appointed a special committee with power to carry its 
resolution into effect. The central Executive Committee will be 
composed of six or seven men and women. Mr. Corliss Lamont, son of 
Mr. Thomas V/. Lamont, now a student at Harvard Law School, will serve 
as chairman* Mr. Charles C. Bauer of the League of Nations Non- 
Partisan Association and Mr. Kirby Page will also serve on the com¬ 
mittee. Mr. Bauer has graciously put at the committee's disposal 
his Speakers Bureau. 
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Office b for the oommittee have been opened at 347 Madison 
Avenue, New York: City. Mr. Henry P. Van Dusen, one of the men most 
thoroughly acquainted with the student field, has accepted the post 
of National Director. There will he associated with him two or three 
assistant directors giving full time to this wort. 

Anyone who is familiar with recent developments Id the 
Student Christian Movement aoross the country will appreciate how 
admirably adapted it is to serve as an instrument for accomplishing 
what is needed. The two essential requirements for success in the 
plan are rapidity of initiation and thoroughness in e ducation . In 
other words, v/e need, an agency that can do the job at once,” and in 
such a way as to reach the most representative group of the students upas 
every American campus* Owing to the form of organization which the 
Student Christian Association Movement has evolved during the last 
few years, it is equipped as no other group or movement in .the country 
to meet these requirements. Within one week from inaugurating this 
plan the committee can he in vital touch with every important uDiver- 
sity group across the country and within two weeks oan have the main 
outlines of the program in operation by states and regions. 

The intensive educational campaign of the next three 
months will be devoted to stimulating study and discussion on every 
campus in the country through the following means: 

1. Special state and sectional conferenqes to which will 
be brought editors of college papers, influential under¬ 
graduates, internationally-minded professors, in order 
that 

a. their own opinion may be crystallized 

b. they may adopt plans for creating opinion 
in their own institutions 

c. they may advise in regard to national 
policy. 

? 2. The routing of special speakers through the colleges. It 

ie planned to have at least one mass meeting in every ocl- 
lege in the country and in the larger universities probably 
a series of meetings. Our experience in Middlewestern 
universities leads us to believe that we can deliver from 
two to three thousand students at such meetings. 

3. The wide-spread diitefeibution of the beBt literature avail¬ 
able on the subject; such literature as may be provided 
by the League of Nations NonrPartisan Association, the 
American Peace Award, the World Peace Foundation and other 
agencies working for peace. 

4. The preparation of educational material especially adap¬ 
ted to student needs. The committee is pul’ ing this 
week a book by Mr. Kirby Page, called "An American Peace 
Policy" with an introduction by Justice Clarke, which 
furnishes an admirable background for discussion. Syllabi 
for study groups will also be prepared. 
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5 The promotion of discussion groups, forums, debates, eto.
